EDITOR’S  NOTE: 

One  of  the  most  famous  of  all  S.P.S.  classes  is  2T3.  This  year  the  class 
celebrates  50  years  from  graduation.  The  following  three  short  anecdotes, 
prepared  by  Bert  Morris  of  2T3,  provide  small  examples  of  how  2T3  has 
attained  its  prestigous  position  among  SKULE’s  graduating  years. 


400  CLASS  DINNERS 

The  Class  of  2T3  School  is  completing  a half  century  of  a most  unusual 
activity.  Ever  since  graduation,  the  Toronto-based  members  have  held  a 
dinner  meeting  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  with  the  exception  of 
a summer  recess.  These  dinners  are  held  at  Hart  House  and  include  a 
program  consisting  of  talks,  panel  discussions,  travelogues,  etc.  On  two 
special  occasions  each  year,  a Ladies'  Night  in  February  and  a Summer  Out- 
ing in  June,  wives  and  widows  of  deceased  classmates  are  invited,  and  the 
program  and  location  are  varied  accordingly. 

Attendance  at  the  dinners  is  currently  about  25  to  30.  The  ravages  of 
time  have  been  offset  to  some  extent  since  practically  all  members  are 
retired  and  are  therefore  more  free  to  attend.  Class  members  from  out  of 
town  are  warmly  welcomed. 

A telephone  committee  supplements  the  monthly  announcement  letter, 
records  the  expected  attendance  and  serves  as  a clearing  house  of  informa- 
tion, especially  on  urgent  matters. 

A continuing  effort  is  made  to  keep  in  active  communication  with  the 
widows  of  deceased  members,  both  by  correspondence  and  by  their  atten- 
dance at  our  mixed  events. 

Arrangements  are  in  charge  of  an  Executive  Committee.  The  offices  of 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  are  on  a rotating  basis,  whereas  that  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Wilson  Abernethy,  is  definitely  on  a lifetime  basis  in 
spite  of  his  obnoxious  demands  that  we  pay  our  dues. 

A half  century  of  this  and  other  activities  has  produced  and  strengthened 
bonds  of  friendship  and  fellowship  in  a manner  which  mere  words  cannot 
describe.  It  has  certainly  helped  greatly  to  produce  an  outlook  and  morale 
which  are  summarized  in  the  following  lines:

WE  STILL  — HAVE  PEP  — AS  EVERYONE  CAN  SEE 
GROW  OLD  — WITH  US  — AND  YOU  WILL  LIKELY  FIND 
THE  DAYS  AHEAD  WILL  BE  AS  BRIGHT 
AS  THOSE  THAT  ARE  BEHIND. 


2T3  ENGINEERING  ENDOWS  OWN  HISTORY 

In  each  of  their  four  undergraduate  years  and  during  the  course  of  their 
Engineering  and  Business  careers,  a comprehensive  record  has  been  kept  of 
individual  and  group  activities.  In  addition,  the  class  has  collected  several 
large  folders  of  newspaper  clippings  of  newsworthy  events  and  achievements 
of  its  members. 

As  this  voluminous  record  would  soon  come  to  an  end,  the  class  faced  the 
question  of  disposal.  Advice  was  sought  and  University  historians  were 
unanimous  in  stating  that  such  records  would  represent  invaluable  research 
material  in  the  twenty-first  century  and  that  it  should  be  deposited  in  the 
archives  of  the  University. 

After  much  discussion,  it  was  considered  that  such  action  was  not  enough 
as  it  might  only  mean  burial  and  eventually  complete  loss.  Consequently,  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  was  asked  to  accept  one  thousand 
dollars  as  an  endowment,  to  be  held  by  them  along  with  accumulated  interest 
until  the  year  2023,  when  the  complete  amount,  or  a portion  thereof,  would 
be  paid  to  a graduate  student  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies, 
who  would  use  these  records  as  research  material  for  a thesis.  If  no  such 
student  had  been  approved  by  the  year  2030,  then  the  whole  or  remaining 
amount  would  be  turned  over  to  the  Engineering  Faculty  or  its  successor. 

Such  arrangements  have  now  been  completed  and  all  of  this  history  except 
a few  final  records  are  now  resting  in  the  custody  of  the  Rare  Books  division 
of  the  University  Archives. 


2T3  SCHOOL  PRESERVES  AN  HISTORIC  SYMBOL 

The  Class  of  '23  School  graduated  on  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  Engineering  Faculty  in  the  University  of  Toronto  and  those  of  us  who 
survive  have  watched  its  progress  for  the  succeeding  50  years.  Facilities  in 
our  day  were  meagre  compared  to  present  day  standards,  but  we  were  happy 
as  we  knew  nothing  better. 

The  old  Red  School,  the  original  engineering  building  on  the  Campus,  took 
on  particular  significance.  It  was  the  centre  of  much  of  our  learning  and 
above  all  it  was  from  here  that  we  challenged  any  faculty  to  defy  us  in  open 
combat.  In  those  days,  these  sentiments  were  the  norm  for  all  who  passed 
through  its  draughty  doors. 

Then  in  1967  progress  dictated  that  the  Red  School  be  razed  to  make  way 
for  a modern  medical  building.  For  the  first  time  “Dirty  Meds"  had  conquered 
the  fortress  so  long  held  by  “Poor  School”. 

2T3  School  reacted  promptly.  Something  must  be  saved  from  this  monu- 
ment of  our  past.  We  offered  to  finance  the  transfer  of  the  lintel  stone  over 
the  main  entrance,  “SCHOOL  OF  PRACTICAL  SCIENCE”,  to  an  honoured  place 
in  a wall  of  the  Galbraith  Building.  Dean  Ham  and  other  University  admini- 
strators accepted  our  offer  with  enthusiasm. 

A plaque  below  this  stone  at  its  new  location  reads  as  follows: 

THIS  LINTEL  STONE 

is  from  the  original  Engineering  Building  of 
The  University  of  Toronto  erected  in  1877. 

It  was  placed  here  in  1967  by  the  class  of 
1923  School  to  commemorate  the  engineers 
who  developed  transportation,  mines  and 
industries  in  Canada  and  who  received  their 
professional  training  in  the

STANLEY  IRWIN  ALLEN 

On  March  21st,  1973,  Stan  Allen  (6T1)  was  killed  in  a light  plane  crash 
near  Gananoque,  Ontario.  Stan  was  a licensed  pilot  with  considerable  exper- 
ience and  was  riding  as  a passenger  at  the  time.  He  leaves  his  wife  Beverly 
and  3 children  Marla  17,  Raymond  13,  and  Steven  10. 

Stan  was  a teacher  in  Mathematics  and  Fluid  Mechanics  at  Seneca  College. 
After  a succession  of  jobs  since  graduation,  Stan  had  found  his  niche  as  a 
teacher.  He  was  in  his  fourth  year  of  teaching  at  Seneca  and  both  he  and  the 
students  were  enjoying  it.  In  addition,  he  was  nearing  completion  of  his 
M.  Eng.  at  Toronto  having  devoted  considerable  spare  time  and  effort  to  the 
program.  Stan  approached  his  teaching  and  his  studies  as  he  always  had  with 
interest,  desire  and  good  humour.  He  is  sorely  missed. 

A scholarship  fund  in  Stan’s  name  has  been  started  at  the  University  of 
Toronto.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  fund  will  be  used  to  aid  an  engineering 
student  of  special  ability,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  an  annual  award.

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FOUNDING  DAY  CELEBRATIONS  — MARCH  29,  1973 


There  must  have  been  some  people  on  the  U of  T campus  on  the  29th  of 
March  who  were  unaware  that  the  Engineers  were  celebrating  Founder’s  Day, 
the  one  hundredth  birthday  of  S.P.S.,  but  they  must  have  been  totally  isolated. 

En  masse,  the  undergraduates  spread  their  celebration  across  the  campus. 
There  were  nostalgic  words  from  Dean  Jim  Ham  on  the  steps  of  the  Medical 
Sciences  Building,  in  front  of  a wooden  model  of  the  Old  Red  SKULE  House, 
which  had  stood  on  the  site  from  1878  to  1966.  Then  the  Lady  Godiva 
Memorial  Band  led  the  throng  to  the  Mechanical  Building  where  “Ralph"  a 
huge  antique  compressor,  sunk  in  concrete,  was  unveiled  and  presented  to 
the  Faculty  by  the  Engineering  Society. 

During  the  day’s  activities  Prof.  F.  A.  DeLory  was  judged  as  proprietor  of 
the  best  beard  in  the  Centennial  Beard  Growing  Contest.  Even  University 


College,  the  brunt  of  many  past  Engineering  undergraduate  capers,  was  not 
spared  during  the  events  of  the  Founding  Day  celebrations.  As  a result  of 
engineering  know-how,  a late  model  sports  car  found  its  way  into  the  foyer 
of  the  U.C.  building.  The  afternoon  was  ended  in  typical  SKULE  fashion  as 
beer  flowed,  at  a dime  a glass,  during  the  birthday  party  in  the  Engineering 
Cafeteria. 

For  many,  the  highlights  of  the  day  were  undoubtably  the  reception  given 
by  President  John  Evans  to  several  hundred  guests  in  Hart  House  and  a dinner 
given  by  the  Hon.  Jack  McNie,  Minister  of  Colleges  and  Universities.  It  was 
the  Minister  himself  who  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that,  as  Engineering 
Schools  go,  S.P.S.  was  not  that  much  younger  than  that  of  the  University  of 
Glasgow,  believed  to  be  the  oldest  in  the  British  Empire.  It  was  founded 
in  1840.

The  condensed  version  of  the  Associations  1971-72  financial  statement  as  published  above  does  not  provide  adequate  information  about  the  great  bene- 
fits derived  from  the  expenditure  of  the  funds.  For  example  it  does  not  show  our  efforts  in  encouraging  academic  excellence  by  rewarding  seven  $1,000.00 
entrance  scholarships  to  winners:  Richard  Amfield,  Joseph  Calderone,  Lilly  Chi  Lee,  Stephen  Dunets,  Luther  Holton,  Lawrence  Miller,  and  Wolfgang  Schneider 
It  is  the  wish  of  the  Association  to  attract  to  the  Faculty  the  best  students  possible  and  the  annual  award  of  entrance  scholarships  is  one  way  of 
doing  so. 

Furthermore,  the  Association  awarded  27  bursaries  amounting  in  total  to  $6000.00  to  needy  undergraduates  for  whom  no  other  source  of  income  was 
available.  In  addition  to  the  publication  of  the  “News”  many  other  worthwhile  activities  are  undertaken  by  the  Association.  Each  year  we  sponsor  and 
organize  the  Spring  “T”  year  Reunion  and  the  Fall  Homecoming.  Other  projects  include  the  support  of  undergraduate  programs  and  Faculty  programs  of 
exceptional  merit  for  which  funds  are  otherwise  unavailable.  The  Stewart  Wilson  Award,  this  year  won  by  Ken  William  Martin,  provides  a room  for  an  Engineer- 
ing student  in  New  College  for  one  year.  These  and  other  programs  are  possible  because  of  the  generous  Alumni  contributions  to  the  Varsity  Fund.  Your  past 
and  present  support  is  very  much  appreciated. 
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
